The budget makers for 1972 re- 
turned to the customary procedure.

One result of the diamond alump 
is that the Israeli industry bas 
been importing cheaper stones that 
require more workmanship, and 
therefore comport a higher added 
value, according to the spokesman 
of the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry. 

This trend is reflected in current 
Statistics, released last week. Im- 
-port of raw gems fell by 20 per 
cent (from $193m. in 1969 to 
3154m.); but the volume measured 
in carats declined by only 7 per 
cent (from 3.9im. carats to 3.62m.) 

for imports from the Dia- 
mond Syndicate show a decline of 
490,447 carats; but the decline in 
Inelees (which have constituted 90 
per cent of Israci’s trade) was 
648,571 carats, Indicating 2 modest 
shift to different types of stones. 


The Syndicate cut world quotas. 


in order to prevent over-produc- 
tion, and the proportion of Israel's 
supplies deriving from this London 
centre sank from 42 per cent in 
1969 to one-third. Partly in response 
to pressure from Israeli buyers, the 
Syndicate has undertaken a num- 
ber of changes. It will no longer 
do any selling except through offi- 
clal channels, thus stopping up 
leaks which enabled Indian firms 
to buy cheap stones δὲ throw-away 
Prices for sale (after polishing) 
on dumping terms. Secondiy, it 
will supply gems that are in de- 
mrand, instead of making Israeli 
and other manufacturers buy ¢he 
stones thet are available. In other 
words, the Syndicate will ao more 
stocking, instead of imposing It 
on the manufacturers. 

Finally, # will set up agencies 
to buy more from mines which 
do mot generally supply the Syndi- 
cate, in order to improve its ‘con- 


trol of the market and preserve. 


price stability. These measures are 
welcomed in Israel.

The current recession is due to 
the stock market slump in the 
US. and the boost in interest rates.

Her total exports suffered & 
cut of only 7 per cent, which means 
that some buyers showed no signs 
of fi, . Sales to Hongkong 
were stable at $22.8m. (this re- 
presenting the Nar Eastern market), 
and Japan's purchases from Israel 
rose from $15.8m. to $18.2m. 


ΤᾺ 1960, America’s exporta to Is- 
ΤΑ were valued at 5451 million, 
her imports from Israel at 
million. Thus, the noraguitudes are 
far from great, amounting to about 
1 per cent of America’s total ex- 
ports and well under 1 per cent of 
cher total imports, Though both sides 
of the ledger increased in i970, 
their relative weight did not change. 
Major American exports to Israel 
are foodstuffs (wheat, cereal and soy- 
beans), all kinds of heavy electrical, 
mechanical, and telecommunications 
equipment, computers, alrceraft, and 
armaments, Very little shows In 
the way of consumer goods, as Iz- 
Yael husbands her scarce exchange. 
America’s share of Israeli imports 
comes to something like 25 per cent, 
which jis a pretty healthy sbice, con- 
sidering distances. Of course, our 
heavy equipment, no less than our 
armament, ig of the first quality, 
and Israeli purchases are concea- 
trated in the very best of that 
equipment, From ali accounts, Is- 
rael has not been penny wise and 
pound foolish. 

‘On the import side, our purchases 
of Israeli goods are concentrated in 
a relatively few categories. In terms 
of value, diamonds account for the 
overwhelmingly largest single item. 
We bought about $78 million of all 
einda of diamonds in 1969, some 
§16m. of clothing, and $4% mil- 
Hon in textile yarns make up the 
next largest categories. The rise in 
American clothing imports from Is- 
rael has been signivicant — from 
$9% milion in 1968 to $162 In 
1969, as Israeli workmanship and 
fashion In ‘higher-cost, “good” mer- 
chandise has found progressively 
greater acceptance. 

So much for the proffe of im- 
ports and exports. What about the 
problems — the inhibitions, natural 
and artificial, which serve to curtail 
Increases of trade which would 
otherwise be expected to develop? 

In preparing for this talk, I vi- 
sited the relevant American depart- 
ments of government to learn what 
problems they ‘thought existed. 
What I heard, ami what’ I have 
otherwise learned, has led to the 
conclusion that America should 
have as much trouble with all her 
trading partners as she has with 
Israel! 

Import deposits 

Israel's import deposit scheme, re- 
quiring importers to put up money 
in advance to cover imports, and 
her surtax on imports, both of 
which dampen imports, affect the 
consumer goods sector, not the over- 
whelming bulk of America’s exports 
to Israel.

Nelson Glueck 


Dr. Nelson Glueck, noted archae- 
ologist and president of the Heb- 
rew Union College-Jewish Institute 
of Religion, died on Friday at Hol- 
mes Hospital in Cincinnati. He was 
70. Dr. Glueck had been treated at 
the hospital for cancer.

He studied at 
the University of Berlin and Hel- 
delberg University in 1923-24 and 
earned his doctorate in 1927 from 
the University of Jena. 

During the 1980s, Glueck clarified 
the boundaries and dates of the 
ancient kingdoms of Edom, Moab 
and Ammon; discovered King So- 
lomon's copper mines; amd identi- 


. fled Exion-Gever as the site of So- 


lomon's seaport and fortress.

Glueck established the Jerusalem

Nelson Glueck once described him- 
self ag the physical son of Cincin- 
nati but the sptritual. son of Jeru- 
salem. In reality, he could never 
separate body from soul. His love 
for the Land of Israel was physical. 
He loved its rocks, its wadis, lis 
caves and its sherds, Amd yet, when- 
ever he touched the wofl of Eretz 
Yiarael, he underwent a spiritual 
transfiguration which dnvested geo, 
graphy and pottery with myst 

. “The emotional loyalty of 
the Jew to his past seizes hold of 
me. I am not aiming for it: I am 
mot for it; it just comes 
through,” he once sald. 


I will never forget how he ar- 
rived in Jerusalem shortly after the 
Six Day War. He walked the streets 
of the Old City, which he had known 
so well as 8 young acholar, intoxica- 
ted not with victory but with a 
certainty of prophetic fulfillment.
